MOSCOW (UPI) — The Soviet 
Union served notice Sunday it 
plans to talk about total disarma- 
ment — not just procedural mat- 
ters — when the Soviet-American 
disarmament talks open in Wash- 
ington Monday. 


The influential monthly, Inter- 
national Life, said “the Soviet 
government has made it clearly 
understood to the American gov- 
ernment that it is prepared to 
discuss . . . disarmament ques- 
tions to clear the path for an ap- 
propriate international agree- 
ment.” 

On May 6, Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev told an audi- 
ence, “If someone thinks that the 
talks can be reduced to pure for- 
malities, to discussion of proce- 
dural questions, then let him 
take the responsibility for such 
an unbusinesslike attitude. 


“TROIKA” PUSH EXPECTED . 


“The people of the world do not 
want control of armaments, but 
disarmament under control,”’ the 
Soviet leader said. 


If American negotiator John 
McCloy tries to hold the agenda 
to organizations questions he is 
expected to meet stiff opposition 
from his Soviet opposite number, 
Valerian Zorin. 


But procedural problems alone 
are expected to present more 
than enough difficulty, with Zorin 
probably insisting on East - West 
parity of representation at any 
future conference and on inclu- 
sion of a neutralist group—an ex- 
tension of Khrushchev’s new 
“troika’”’ doctrine. 

SKEPTICAL OF U.S. 


Khrushchev has said the only 
Western plan he will accept is 
one embodying the Soviet pro- 
gram for phased total disarma- 
ment. 


The Soviet press Sunday re- 
mained extremely skeptical of 
American motives and intentions. 

“The American government and 
President Kennedy should have 
clearly declared that on questions 
of disarmament and control, they 
have ended the false position,” 
International Life said. ‘‘So far it 
is well known that neither Ken- 
nedy nor his secretary of state 
Dean Rusk nor any government 
—e has made such a declara- 

on.” 


The Washington conference 
opens in a climate of stalemate 
over the Geneva nuclear test ban 
talks, with the American rejec- 
tion of the “‘troika”’ principle and 
the Soviet proposal to integrate 
these talks into a general disar- 
mament conference. 


It is believed here that the 
Kremlin has lost enthusiasm to 
ban nuclear tests, and now is 
trying to blame the United States 
for the failure of the Geneva ne- 
gotiations. 


Ikeda Leaves 
For Talks in

The 61-year-old Ikeda, proponent 
of close cooperation with the 
West, ignored demands by the 
opposition Socialist party and 
other leftist groups including the 
radical Zengakurn Student Fed- 
eration that he cancel his trip. 


The Socialists, joined by Com- 
munist China and the Soviet 
Union, charged that his visit was 
designed to “strengthen a U.S- 
Japan military alliance.” 


Leftist groups have staged a 
series of demonstrations through- 
out Japan to protest the trip, 
Ikeda’s first abroad since he be- 
came premier almost a year ago. 
At one point the left-wing groups 
threatened to block the airport so 
he could not leave. 


RALLIES BANNED 


Since then the Socialists and the 
big Sohyo Labor Confederation 
promised not to interfere with his 
departure. The radical Zengakurn 
students refused to say whether 
they would riot or not. 


Police said they did not expect 
major trouble and banned all ral- 
lies around the airport, scene of 
a riot last year when former 
Presidential Press Secretary 
James Hagerty flew in to prepare 
for a visit by President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. The Eisenhower 
visit was canceled because of the 
mob violence. 


SUPPORT U.S. IN LAOS

But if these fail, and the United 
States and its Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization allies take 
military action, then Japan’s ac- 
tions will be guided by its treaty 
of security and cooperation with 
the United States, Ikeda said in 
an interview with James C. Hag- 
erty, American Broadcasting 
Company vice president in charge 
of news, and Ray Falk, ABC’s 
Tokyo bureau manager.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Senate 
Democratic whip Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey has served notice on the 
Kennedy administration he will 
not vote for the new foreign aid 
program until he ‘‘gets some an- 
swers”’ on specific improvements 
in the program for Latin Amer- 
ica. 

The Minnesota Democrat read 
the riot act to the State depart- 
ment at a recent closed-door ses- 
sion of the Foreign Relations 
Committee attended by the de- 
partment’s top Latin - American 
official.

NEW YORK (AP) — The Na- 
tional Maritime Union offered 
Sunday to negotiate singly or in 
any combination with any of the 
74 companies involved in the mar- 
itime strike. 


NMU President Joseph Curran 
said his union of 37,000 members 
was willing to do that if the com- 
panies will make ‘‘a positive re- 
sponse to our economic pro- 
posals.”” 


‘‘Nobody has done any bargain- 
ing for them up to now,” the un- 
ion leader’s statement said. 


The American Merchant Ma- 
rine Institute and the Tanker La- 
bor Service Committee have been 
representing the companies in the 
three-coast tieup.

Russia does not want a nuclear test 
ban. 

Arthur Dean, our delegate to the test 
ban talks, says that. Russia’s actions say 
it even more emphatically. 

So what do we do now? Resume test- 
ing? That’s what more and more political 
leaders in Washington want to do. Sen. 
Russell says there is no doubt in his mind 
that Russia is testing and that we should 
do the same. 

Unfortunately there is doubt in the 
minds of many people in Europe, Asia, 
Africa and South America. Many believe 
Russia is not testing. If the West resumes 
testing, Russia will score a great propa- 
ganda victory.

sociation of County Commissioners of 
Georgia. 

The organization’s findings and its 
movie should be studied and viewed in 
every county still trying to decide wheth- 
er to do or don’t on a matter of such vital

And, in addition, they be- 
lieve that the U.S. must prepare 
itself to use military force, far 
preferably in cooperation with 
other American nations but 
alone if necessary, to halt im- 
perialist communism if all else 
fails.

CRUSADE WASN’T HOLY 


“Why commemorate and pray 
over such a poor way of handling 


national problems? The Civil War 


'was far from a holy crusade on 


either side.” 


He said the Civil War may 
have unified the country 
geographically but on both sides 
there still is much distrust, sus- 
picion and failure to appreciate 
one another. Many Southerners 
fail to see much good in a Yankee, 
he said, while Northerners arro- 
gantly look down their noses at 
‘Southern stupidity” without see- 
ing their own mistakes. 


“Suspicions amd misunderstand- 
ings are present in the church,” 
Efird said. “Southern Baptists 
and Southern Presbyterians are 
separated from their northern 
brethern. The reasons aren't all 
doctrinal. Lutherans united north 
and south in 1918. There are 
still those who want only South- 
|erners occupying Southern pulpits 
‘and who suspicion many of the 
actions that ‘come out of the 
North.’ These attitudes are direct- 
ly inherited from the war and its 
aftermath.” 


OPENING OLD WOUNDS 


Efird said he was opposed to 
observing the centennial for two 
basic reasons: 


“First, because with the 
emotional climate of the war still 
around, it can resurrect and in- 
tensify old antagonisms and open 
new wounds ... the need for 
unity in America is so great today 
that we have no right tu jeopar- 
dize it even in the slighest by 
concentrating so long on our 
greatest period of disunity. 


‘* . . Second, because it can be- 
come a way of sentimentalizing 
about war.”’ 


Efird called for an awareness 
that both sides were ‘“‘tragically 
wrong” in the war. 


“If there is anything we should 
learn from the war,’ he said, ‘“‘it 
is that all .nen are sinners, that 
basic problems between brothers 
are multiplied by war, and that 
we should look at the Civil War 
with penitence rather than pride. 


“. . . There are some in the 
South who are saying, ‘“‘we didn’t 
win the war, but we are going 
to win the centennial.’’ Somehow 
America survived the war. It re- 
mains to be seen whether we can 
survive four long years observing 
a centennial.”

Sales-Use Tax a Handicap 
In Winning New Industry 


The study, financed by Associ- 
ated Industries of Georgia before 
GTRF, which it founded, was re- 
organized last fall on an inde- 
pendent basis, was prepared by 
Dr. Anthony Stampolis, professor 
of political economy at Georgia 
State College. 

LENGTHY DRAFT 

It is still in the form of a lengthy 
preliminary draft, dated Sept. 9, 
1960, which provides a detailed 
comparison of the burden of state 
taxes on a mythical business cor- 
poration in each of eight South- 
eastern states. 


One of the study’s major as- 
pects compares the sales and use 
taxes imposed by each state on 
the construction of a manufactur- 
ing plant costing a total of $3,- 
822,000 for labor and materials. 


Total cost of the plant, includ- 
ing sales and use taxes, ranged 
from a low of $3,822,000 in Vir- 
ginia (which does not levy such 
taxes) to a high of $3,897,415 in 
Georgia: 


$75,415 IN GEORGIA 


Beginning at zero in Virginia, 
the total sales and use tax col- 
lected on the plant in each of the 
states ranged upward to $27,303 
in North Carolina, $33,420 in South 
Carolina, $35,415 in Alabama, $35,- 
420 in Florida, $36,332 in Missis- 
sippi, $42,284 in Tennessee, and 
$75,415 in Georgia. 


The Georgia total includes $40,- 
000 tax on the plant’s production 
machinery, or the fyll 3-per-cent 
rate on the machinery’s cost of 
$1,333,340 — the most expensive 
single item in the total cost of the 
plant.

Except for Virginia and Mis- 
sissippi, all of the states studied 
do impose their full 3per-cent 
sales and use tax on the building 
materials, and the majority do 
likewise on most of the other ma- 
jor equipment in the plant, such 
as electrical work, and the fire 
protection and air - conditioning 
systems.

A Puttin’ Boy

BIRMINGHAM, Mich. ——-Samuel Jackson Snead 
had swallowed his disappdintment and had become 
communicative again. For him the United States Open 
was Over, another milestone of failure for the man who 
is generally considered golfdom’ s supreme stylist. He 
sat in front of a television set in the clubhouse at Oak- 
land Hills Saturday afternoon and watched Gene 
Littler make his finishing bid for the title that he him- 
self has never won. 


“If you're playing’ sharp.” drawled the Slammer, ‘“‘this is a 
great course. But it’s a puttin’ course, more so than any other. 
And there ain’t:a better putter than that boy.” 


He nodded toward the screen. Littler 
“2 had just split the eighteenth fairway 

-§ with a booming drive, a few strokes 
.* short of the victory that was to be his. 
» As Gene made ready for his second 
| shot, Sammy edged forward in his 
chair and whistled softly. 


‘‘He’s usin’ a wood,” he said in sur- 
prise. “‘Shucks, I put mine on the 
green from that same spot with a 3 
iron.” 


Sneed wasn’t boasting. He doesn’t 
have to. He was merely making a 
casual observation. Littler fluffed 
his approach with the wood, send- 
ing the ball into a trap. But he still 
squeezed through to win the open. 
Unexpected though his victory was, 
it was a delayed fulfillment of some 
long-range predictions. 


The good-looking blond from San 
Diego had taken the National Amateur in 1953 and had barely 
missed taking the open as a 23-year-old fledgling pro in 1954. 


—Bobby Jones Proved Prophetic 


‘The coming golfer is Gene Littler," said Bobby Jones at that 


time. 


‘This kid has the finest natural swing since Snead,’ said Gene 
Sarazen, another of the perceptive elder statesmen. “He’s going 
to be one of the best.”’ 


But Littler suddenly lost his touch. His game fell apart to such 
a degree that he had to remake it completely after two years of 
disastrous floundering. 


‘‘Here’s the best way I can explain it,” he once said. “I 
was like an airplane pilot who knows nothing about the plane 
except how to run it. But as soon as the engine conked out, I 
didn’t know how to fix it.” 


His chief mechanic was Paul Runyan. A few days ago Gene 
had a minor motor tune-up from Ted Groll. The engine was purring 
beautifully for the open. However, the sparkplug that brought him 
success was his putter. The rest of the field was baffled by the 
roller-coaster greens but Gene emerged with only three 3-putt 
greens out of 72. 


Until Littler came muscling to the forefront in the fourth round 
Saturday afternoon, the field had been so tightly bunched that 
a play-off Sunday seemed inevitable. At the start of the final day 
there were at least 20 within range, and half of them were left 
for the last round. 


—A Day for Unfamiliar Names 


“This will be the first six-man play-off in history.”’ said one 


_press-tent cynic, not really believing it but demonstrating an acute 


awareness of the jam-up. 


Perhaps the most astonishing part of the open was the way 
the biggest names in the sport fared. Arnold Palmer, Gary 
Player, Ben Hogan and Snead never were in contention. The 
top places on the board were dominated by unfamiliar names 
for the better part of the way. This even could reflect a new 
vitality in the sport, an indication of riches for the future. 


“One thing that impressed me,” said Joe Dey, the executive 
director of golf’s ruling body, ‘“‘was that 22 of the final field of 57 
didn’t even take part in the pro tour to sharpen their games.

He came down with a tonsil in- 
fection on the eve of the tournament, spent Wednesday in bed 
and started Thursday with a load of penicillin in him. 


‘When I went to church,”’ said Mike with an unhappy laugh, 
“I didn’t pray that I'd win but that I'd last.’’ He barely made 
it. He was close enough to the top, though, to assume that he 
might have done better if he had had his full health. 


It was a superb tournament on a superb course and Littler 
will prove to be a fine champion. No golfer could ask for more.

When the United Nations was 
first formed, it did not set up 
any group to focus attention on 
women alone. The rights of 
women were included on the 
agenda of the Commission on 
Human Rights. But soon, ap- 
parently, it becomes obvious 
that women were not just hu- 
mans but special humans who 
had unique hurdles to overcome 
in the realm of rights. 


Now the work of the Status of 
Women is a see-saw of pulls 
and pushes, starts and counter- 
starts, progressions and retro- 
gressions. When the matter of 
women’s rights come up, all of 
history, tradition and custom 
pull against liberalizing them. 


In marriage, for example, 
which is not a state of bliss in 
many lands considered modern, 
progress has been very hard. 
There were and are those lands 
where baby betrothals are per- 
mitted and the sale of girl chil- 
dren in marriage is taken for 
granted; there is Finland, which 
has an age of 21 protectively 
established; there are states in 
the United States where 13 or 
14 years is considered plenty 
old enough to contract a legal 
marriage. 


Without taking Finland and 
Ireland and several other coun- 
tries too far backward, and 
bringing the dark continents too 
far forward, the Status of Wom- 
en group has now compromised 
on 15 as an acceptable age for 
the contract of marriage. 


“It is too low,”’ lamented Mrs. 


Eshel, “‘but it was the best we 


could do.”’ 


This suggested age resolution 
has not yet passed, but it will 
come before the next session 
of the General Assembly. Then 
it will be only a recommenda- 
tion, part of the United Nations’ 
documentation, which members 
are supposed to follow. 


In the matter of equal rights, 
our pride prickles for privileges 
but some arch ancestress in our 
vestigial past warns us against 
the loss of special protection. 


We want protective legisla- 
tion, yet we do not. We need 
some industrial shelter, yet its 
very need bars us from many 
jobs, and men resist it, fearing 
all disadvantaged industrial 
chores will fall to them. 


The matter of earlier retire- 
ment for women, in itself at- 


if early retirement from work 
is required.
